IN THE CLAIMS : 
Claims 13-19 have been CANCELLED. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 and 20-30 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Motomura (US PAT No. 5,719,577) teaches a programmable logic having memories for 
previously storing a plurality of configuration data and a method of reconfigurating, one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teaching of 
Motomura to further includes, among other things, the specific of a programmer in 
communication with the reconfigurable logic array programming the function region with 
ones of the plurality of functional blocks on a cycle basis such that the output of 
successive ones of the plurality of functional blocks is stored in the first and second 
storage regions on an alternating basis as required by claims 1-12, the specifics of a 
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programmer or the steps of programming a reconfigurable logic array with a first one of 
the functional blocks such that the first functional block being processed in a first 
direction and programming the reconfigurable logic array with a second one of the 
functional blocks such that the second functional block being processed in a second 
direction substantially opposite the first direction as required by claims 20-30. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance."
